CLANDESTINE PROFILE

NO AL-QUIDA CLANDESTINE 

Although for some reason there has been almost no discussion of the issue in the DX press, it 
remains remarkable that the Al-Quida terrorist network has completely failed to develop a 
broadcasting strategy toward its main target in the United States. Ever since World War U there 
has always been either a licensed broadcaster and/or a clandestine station operated by all of the 
foes of the United Slates during time of war. This has not been the case this time. Although we 
arc all familiar with the "press release" video interviews that Osama Bin Laden distributee In 
Arabic television networks on an erratic basis. Al-Quida has obviously decided that they don't 
need any broadcasting muscle that will reach North America. 

It sounds like I'm stating the obvious here, but the fact that this is obvious is a completely new 
phenomenon on the world political scene. 

RADIO SAWA NOT ON SHORTWAVE 

The latest USA-based clandestine broadcaster has attracted almost no notice in the shortwave 
hobby, mainly because it is not transmitting on shortwave. But, Radio Sawa did attract the 
attention of the Ncwhouse News Service, so I rely on the Newhouse coverage of the new station 
from the May 5 issue of the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

Radio Sawa, translating as Radio Together, is an idea originated by Norman Pattiz, the 
chairman of Westwood One, identified by Ncwhouse as the largest radio programmer in the 
United States. Newhouse also identifies Pattiz as a "California media mogul and wealthy 
contributor to former President Clinton." The name of the station was selected using the results 
of extensive market research- The station format mixes both Arabic and Western popular music, 
with the hope that the music will draw a significant listencrship. The format also includes news 
and commentary in Arabic, with the news taking a different slant than is available in the 
popular Arab press. A station slogan translates as "the new station for the new generation." The 
hope of station personnel is that the music will draw an audience, which will then be exposed to 
a diet of "news, editorials, roundtable discussions, and phone callers." Newhouse indicates that 
the Voice of America is involved in the station's production. Announcers on the station have 
been selected so that they sound like the local dialect in the area where the programming is 
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scheduled. Newhouse cites Voice of America Spokeswoman Joan Mower, who said, "It won't 
be like you're in New York listening to someone with an Alabama accent. You'll hear a New 
York accent." 

The music format on the station is programmed in five different regions: Egypt. Iraq, Jordan; 
Palestine, Sudan, and a "Persian Gulf area defined as Bahrain, Kuwait, Oman, Saudi Arabia, 
and the United Arab Emirates. 

Newhouse says that the station has been producing programming since March 23, It is 
broadcast on satellite iransmitteis ofNilesat, Arabsat and Eutelsat Ilotbird, with ground-based 
placement on FM transmitters in Jordan and Kuwait. Newhou.sc says that the station has future 
plans for coverage on a dozen FM transmitters in the Middle East by September 2003, as well 
as a "handful" of medium wave frequencies that will of course propagate at a greater distance 
during darkness hours. There is no indication that any shortwave frequencies will be used for 

Newhouse gives credit to Norman Pattiz for the station philosophy that its format should be 
determined only after extensive market research is conducted, and also for its philosophy that 
its schedule should be "aggressive" with many hours per day of broadcasting and a wide 
network of MW and FM local transmitters. Any resident of the United Stales will recognize this 
format if they have been paying any attention at all to commercial radio. It is the same 
philosophy that some have concluded is the death knell for commercial FM radio when 
combined with the concentration of broadcast station ownership in a small handful of 
corporations. The resulting blandness among radio stations all over the USA is one of the 
motivating forces behind pirate radio broadcasting. But, for the corporations this system has 
been profitable. Now it is being applied to what approaches a "black" clandestine operation, 
with content being snuck into the listeners with glitzy packaging. 

It is hard to say if this approach can be successful. Many radio hobbyists have observed o'

Alps from Intcrlaken, Switzerland, via its reliable RealAudio feed accessible from the station's 
http://www.radiobeo.ch/ web site. The station jingle comes up when you access the web site, 
but you punch the "on air" microphone at the top to bring up the RealAudio feed. I'm not really 
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trying to discuss European radio here; I'm just raising the possibility that market research driven 
quasi-clandestine radio in the Middle East has a potential for backfiring as well as being 
successful in a way that is not commonly understood in the United States. 

WHAT FS A CLANDESTINE? 

One of the more pointless arguments in the DX hobby resurfaced in April: the question of 
"what is a clandestine." Actually this issue is worth mentioning from time to time, especially for 
new members of the Association of Clandestine radio Enthusiasts. Most ACE members are 
attracted to our club because of its comprehensive coverage of shortwave pirate broadcasters. 
But traditionally the club has also devoted space in its newsletter to othei types of unusual and 
unlicensed broadcasting. Pirate stations rarely create discussions about categories or 
nomenclature. People who transmit radio programming for entertainment purposes without first 
acquiring a license from broadcasting authorities in a country are easy to slip into the "pirate" 
category Other unlicensed broadcasts are more difficult to classify, including the "spy 
numbers broadcasts and other unusual transmissions that arc lumped into Tom Sevan's "Covert 
Comms" column. The residual "Clandestine" category that normally makes up the content of 
this "Clandestine Profile" column is distinguished from pirate radio by the fact that clandestines 
are operated for political purposes with a goal of creating political system change in a country 
targeted by the broadcaster. Plenty of ink has been applied to paper over the years trying to 
define precisely what a "clandestine" broadcaster is. Most of that ink has boiled down to the 
same attitude expressed in the past by the USA Supreme Court about pornography. That well 
known argument maintains that it is difficult to precisely define in words what "pornography- 
is, but that you and I will certainly be able to know it when we see it. 

A recent example of this issue emerged as a result of the KSMR broadcasts from Steve 
Anderson in Kentucky. It didn't take long for some DXers to start a dialog about whether 
Anderson's shows were pirate or clandestine broadcasts. Given the fact that the station was 
associated with the Kentucky State Militia, many felt that it was obvious that the station was a 
clandestine and not a pirate. But, given Anderson's off-again on-again relationship with this 
militia group, some DXers felt that if the Militia was not the sponsor of the group, the station 
was then just a pirate operated by Anderson. Regular readers will recall that we never took that 
position here in the Clandestine Profile column. 

Hans Johnson touched off this debate once again during April in Cumbre OVwhcn he said, "I 
see a disturbing trend in some publications that label programs as clandestine when they are 
clearly not. There are varying degrees of what folks consider to be a clandestine station. But the 
fact that a program purchases airtimc and is directed to a certain region does not make it a 
clandestine. The most widespread example is Payam-e-Doost (Radio Bahai), hut there are 
others. The Bahai are a religious group with a program directed to Iran But purchasing airtimc 
+ broadcasts in Farsi + non-government program doesn't automatically - clandestine DXers 
and publications should take the time to examine programs before labeling them as clandestine. 
In many cases, we will not understand what a program is saying and it will be difficult I hat is 
where the web come in handy as much of the information here will be in English. Even simple 
searches will often lead to background data on whose (sic) behind a program and what their 
objectives are. That certainly is the case with Radio Bahai." We thank Clandestine Radio Watch 
#104 for the transcription of Hans' remarks in Cumbre DX. which CRW got via DXLD #2-065. 

As I mentioned at the beginning of this section, this is hardly the most worthy debate of the last 
ten years. But, since people raise this issue from time to time, it is ot enough significance t a 
we are discussing the issue here. Glenn Hauser quickly pointed out that in his publications and 
radio shows he avoids the issue by labeling clandestine broadcasts under their target country 
with the prefix (non). Martin Schoech's response to the issue in CRW #104 was, UW avoids 
to 'label' anything as 'Clandestine' or 'not Clandestine." Most limes ivc d„ not even know 
enough to be sure about the status of a station. And I personally do noi uare a out lesc 
definitions that make up a "Clandestine." CRW reports about all stations which are of interest in 
the broad field of the "Clandestine Radio' and 'Clandestine Radio related' scene, regardless of 
the 'official status' of that station. If a station is mentioned in CR id does not mean that we

Recently the "New Star" V13 Chinese language station has been following their regular 
numbers broadcasts with a female reading some commentary in Chinese, followed by a musical 
interlude. The commentary and music lasts for about fifteen minutes after the end of the 
numbers broadcasts. I had heard this several times, but not being able to speak Chinese, 
couldn't make out what was being said. However, I did make out what sounded like an email 
address being given. 

A post to the Spooks email list recently shed some light on the announcement. The post 
stated that a Mr. Toru Yamashita of the Asian Broadcasting Institute says that the message is a 
request for listeners to send letters to them either via email or regular mail. The email address 
is w2789@hotmail.com, and the postal address is P.O. Box 12587, Taipei, Taiwan. Mr. 
Yamashita reportedly sent an email to the station and received a reply. 

I guess we don't need any more proof that this station is located on Taiwan, as had been 
gencially believed. 

What is interesting is that this station has been sending encoded messages for years, and 
now they are requesting letters from listeners. It makes me wonder who they think is listening? 
Are they interested in hearing from their own spies, Chinese intelligence, or us numbers 
listeners? I doubt anyone else ever pays much attention to this station. Could it be an attempt 
to appear legitimate? Doubtful, since Chinese intelligence and other intelligence agencies are 
surely aware of what the station is used for. The station is also not on any ITU allocated

to send out QSL's for reception reports sent to the mailing address listed for it in old ITU lists, 
so it's certainly unusual but not impossible to QSL a spy numbers station.

New Star is active daily almost every half hour on the following frequencies' 8300 
8375, 9725, 1 1430, 13750, and 15388. I usually can only hear the station on 8300 and 13750. 
The best times to catch the station here in North America is from around 1000-1400 UTC. 

The New Star numbers station is a favorite of mine because it is the first numbers 
station I ever heard. I used to hear it all the time while at Clark Air Base in the Philippines hack 
in 1990-1991. At the time I knew what numbers stations were, but didn't realize that 1 was 
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hearing one. 1 only heard it on 8300 kHz, and it always had a very strong signal with an 
antenna beamed north. 

If you QSL New Star, or even send them an email and get a reply, I'd like to hear from 
you. Please let me know what they say, and I'll share it here in this column.

Hello and welcome to the June 2002 edition of Random Transmissions, the ACE column that 
highlights pirate radio stations past and present and explores the diversity of free radio broad- 
casts available to shortwave listeners. 

KMUD began broadcasting in 1985 - definitely one for the record books - and still remains an 
elusive mystery for many of us in the eastern and central US. KMUD originates from some- 
where in the Califomian desert, with a vintage 1944 TCS-13 Navy ship transmitter that cranks 
25 to 30 watts AM. 

KMUD generally plays an esoteric mix of music with a diverse playlist. Loggings from several 
KMUD broadcasts published in the May 2002 ACE alone mentioned electronica, space, instru- 
mental music and the Firesign Theater! Reports over the past 18 months show there are KMUD 
listeners from all over California, Arizona, Oregon, Idaho, Colorado, Washington state, Wyo- 
ming, Alberta, Illinois, and Nevada. 

The KMUD operator maintains an excellent and informative web site at http://www.qnet.com/ 
-vlfradio/kmud.htm. There are beautiful photographs of the Realm of Inyo County, California 
and the incredible desert environment. There are also pictures of the transmitter & transmitter 
site, beacons and antennas, interesting technical information and some links to other cool web- 
sites. KMUD has one of the two most comprehensive US pirate radio web pages I've seen (the 
other being KD?M). 

Although KMUD usually transmits between the 6930 and 6955 frequency region, the operator 
reports considering dropping down to the 6880 - 6900 neighborhood to avoid QRM with other 
stations. Reception reports are welcome to the FRN website and POB 928, Lone Pine, CA 
93545. The operator states they're a bit slow to QSL but please be patient and they will get them
